Will Hurt Later 


Many have described the Reagan Administration 
cuts in Social services and the “New Federalism ”which 
it espouses,as a time bomb which will, sooner or later， 
explode, resulting in severe health, social and economic 
problems. 

One of the first axes to fal under David Stockman's 
master plan for the Reagan Administration crippled 
refugee services. Coping with these cuts, California in 
turn adjusted ,its dispersal of federal funds，further 
strapping the already struggling refugee service centeTrSs-. 

The Vietnamese refugees cameherescarred with the 
devastation of their homes，families and: friends，vil- 
lages, and land. More stuffering was endured in the perTi- 
lous escape from Vietnam. TIhe fifst to leave Were gen- 
erally better educated and with greater TeSouUrces. 
Those who followed often lacked English，skills, ,and 
familiarity with modern Urban life. 

The US and other nations accepted the refugees be- 
cause of a humanitarian conviction that they deserved 
a better life than the persecution and dismal existence 
facing them in Vietnam. And so they came to the Us， 
and a loose structure was established to introduce 

them to this society from which they were alienated 
by differences in language, Social customs, techTmnology 
and_ where their lack of skills，family，and friends 
heightened the alienation， 

The three-year federal programs were Ciiticized by 
some as being too piecemeal and disjointed, but no ef- 
fort was made to reevaluate and Testructure tie syS-. 
tem，leaving the bulk of the burden upon the resouice- 
fulness of individual private agencies. Instead，eVen 38 
refugees continued to come, funds were reduced, cut- 
ting ESL and job-training classes; health care Prograims， 
mental health services, and counseling. 


After welcoming the refugees，America turned her 
back upon them，leaving them in the Urban Tender- 
loins and slums，surrounded by crime and tension, to 
fend for themselves. 


This action is not only tragic and shameful, it is also 
shortsighted and constitutes, as represented by the in- 
crease of crime among Vietnamese youth，yet one 
more aspect of the time bomb set by the Reagan bud- 
get. If humanitarianism is no longer in vogue, then let 
Washington at least be practical and realize that by 
providing services to help refugees adjust to and inte= 
grate With American society，we are Ultimately con- 
tributing to a stronger, healthier AImmerica. 

Without this reassessment，Wwithout re-funding the 
refugee social service priograms, we are not only doom- 
ing these people to a dismal life in our slums，but we 
are also sentencing Our cities to a rise in Social prob- 
lems and crime . :

Roast Duck 


Bill Goes to 
Sacramento 


SACRAMENTO 一 Asssembly- 
man Art Torres (D-LA) recently 
introduced a bill to exempt roast 
duck from the refrigeration/ 
heating rules included in the state 
health code which requires perish- 
able foods to be refrigerated or 
kepthot. Although roast ducks are 
a _ common sight in Chinatown 
shop windows, Los Angeles health 
officials last fall started to crack 
down on the hanging ducks， 
prompting the United Chinese 
Restaurants “ Association to 
apPpiIoach Torres for help ( 正 /WY 
11/25/81, 117/11/81)， 


AMENDMENTS 

While the Torres bill now only 
includes roast ducks for exemp- 
tion ,itwill be amended to include 
barbecued pork and chicken， 
well- as some dim sum dishes， 
according to Audrey Noda in 
Torres” LA office， The bill，and 
the subsequent amendments，are 
based on _ findings of tests 
conducted by Dr. A. W. Brant,，a 
food technologists at UC Davis. 
He found that displaying the 
ducks at room temperature for 
short periods, up to a day or two 让 
refrigerated overTiight，Pposes no 
health _ risk， Moreover，the initial 
roasting _ temperatures are Suffi- 
cient to destroy any germs，and 
the dry skin thereafter is not 
favorable to_ bacterial growth，he 
Saijd. 


Chinese cooks have argued that 
the roast ducks, as well as some of 
the other barbecued dishes，are 
somewhat cured_ because of the 
soy satuce and other spices used， 
They also note that the products 
generally sell quickly, and that the 
practice has been in use for several 
thousand years in China，and a 
hundred years in the US，without 
adverse effects. They also contend 
that storing ducks with refriger- 
ation or high-temperatures would 
ruin the taste and texture.

Dr，Marie Weil，an assistant 
Professor at the USC school of 
social work， claims that such 
Programs “isolate refugee families， 
discourage them from developing 
communities and Weaken tradi- 
tional relationships， 

The government programs are 
funded primarily through volun- 
teer ， agencies affiliated ， with 
religious groups, and local church 
agencies try to help refugees get 
settled in their new communities. 
“The efforts .are well inten- 
tioned,”Weil stated,“but isola- 


tion of refugees。， from other 
refugees of the same culture 
clearly has negative effects.” 


SUPPORT 

Weil recently led a study in 
which more than 80 members of 
refugee families were interviewed 
about their adjustment to life im 
the US. All of the refugees were 
Vietnamese jliving in _ California， 
but Weil believes their experi- 
ences are _ evidence of .the mis- 
direction of government refugee 
olicies in general. 

“By the time they reach the US， 
refugees have lost many relative 
through _ death or permanent 
separation,. All that's left as a basis 
for building a new life is aunit 


.about the size: of ou nucleaF 


famijly,”said Weils. “Even this 
unit comes Under strainm as We 
attempt to assimilate refugee fam- 
ilies into mainstream culture.”

Municipal Court Judge Perker 
Meeks informed Kong that her 
Plea of no contest Was in effect an 
admission of guilt and ordered her 
to return Mar. 25 for hearings to 
determine how much.， she will 
have to repay the state，Kong's 
Plea was based on an agreement 
with the judge that he would not 
sentence -her to a Prison term， 
according to the SF 环 xa7mziner. 
,Kong， was charged with 21 
counts 

.Unemployment benefits claims， 
three counts of violating the state

counts of violating state corpora- 
tion laws by falsifying records for 


unemployment claims. 
_According to asst. district 
attorney “George ”Butterworth，

insurance fraud, Kong got to keep 
the withholding tax by paying 
Workers under the table for their 
flltime work，he alleged，Then 
she falsified records to say they 
Worked part-time，enabling them 
to apply for partial unemploy- 
ment benefits.

Kong was indicted by a grand 
jury ip 1979 and .ioriginally 
icharged with felony violations by 
the district attorney's office， 
However, Municipal Court Judge 
了 dward Stern invoked judicial 
_discretion to reduce all felony 
counts to simple misdemeanors， 
apparently becatuse of a state law 
Which directs violations of the 
Unemployment Insuramice Code to 
ibe treated as ”misdemeanors.

Don .Wong of the Chinese 
American 了 Political Association 
expressed the view that the 
Tesources of government agencies 
would be better spent on cracking 
down on the manufacturers whose 
low wages cause abuses.“This is 
an example of the establishment 
shifting blame for corruption and 
abuses to the poor,”he said. 

Rev. Norman Fong of Cameron 
House speculated that it was safer 
to _ attack the Chinatown Workers 
because“they have less power，”

The Naline workers， all of 
whom are immigrants between 
the ages of 42 and 65，contend 
during slack seasons they visit the 
factory to _ use the machines for 
Dersonal mending and to see 
friends，thus rendering the EDD 
investigation hours ， inaccurate.

required corrective action.”Under 
the ， circumstances， the com- 
mittee found the letter “ex- 
cessive and harassing,”according 
to the Sacra7zento Bee. 

Ikedqa last year filed a $2 million 
civil suit against Lundberg，who 
left his post at the medical center 
in January，charging him with 
harassment and wrongfully firing 
him. The suit is pending. < 

The committee's，action put 
Ikeda back on the payroll imme- 
diately, but he has yet to return to 
work “because of paperwork， 
according to his attorney，Frank 
A.， JIwama. The committee 
granted Ikeda back pay and 
benefits for the years since he was 
fired, minus the income he earned 
during that period，However， 攻 
upheld a week-long suspension of 
Ikeda in 1978 for “verbally as- 
Saulting anotheremployee.”

continued through the Spanish 
Colionial Period. 

It is generally accepted that 
Filipino traders reached the east 
cost of Indqia by 1000 BC，From 
Funan on the Indochinese main- 
land，which was a_ trade center 
between China and India in the 
second _ century， came Indian 
ideas, cosmology, religion, and art 
through these intermediary 
traders. Probably the most 
important result of the ancient 
Indian influence was the develop- 
ment of writing in the Philippines 
derived from Pali and Sanskrit， 
the classical Indqian forms of 
Writing， 


- Art objects with indications of 
Indian influence are scarce，One 
prominent example shown in the 
exhibit is a 21-carat gold“Maha- 
yana Bodhisattva figure,”around 
6 inches high.

MUSLIM 

Chao-Ju-Kuans “ work，“Re- 
ports on the .South Sea Barbar- 
ians,， completed ip 1225，gives a 
detailed account of maritime acti- 
vities in the Philippines during 
these times，The oldest Chinese 
ceramic in the exhibit dates to 
about the ninth century from the 
Hunan Porvince and is a brownish 
glazed stoneware ewer，around 7 
inches high with a relief design, 

By the fourteenth century the 
Muslims arrived in the Southern 
Islands from Indqia,， where Muslim 
art had been :an integral part of 
Indian art since the thirteenth 
century. The intricate curvilinear 
Patterning on wood, brass，glazed 
brick, and mosaic tiles of mosque 
architecture strongly _ influenced 
the wood carvings and brass work. 
The. peoples of the Sulu Archi- 
pelago call their art okKi which 
means decorative -carving and 
ancient ”mariners carried this 
dominant carving style as far 
away as Ondinesia and the Sep 这 
River in New Guinea， 

The pagans of the Mindanao 
highlands who did not accept 
Islam excelled in textile weaving 
rather than wood carving， 
Anthropologist Ruth.，Benedict， 
who studied this region in the 
early twentieth century， 
concluded that the textile patterns 
dominated the designs used in 
much of the wood carvings and 


basketry. 
Some of the clothing shown in 
the _ exhibit is ,extraordinary，. 


Examples include an abaca fiber 
jacket with a symmetrical design 
embroidered with white thread， 
beads，and shelljs and a trousers 
and red-cotton jacket set with a 
wonderful geometric design 
woven in intense，clashing，Ppri- 
mary ，colors， The “ patterning 
remains clear as the legs_ bellow 
like Indian men's pants. 
SPANISH 

In 152] the Spanish explorer， 
Eerdinand Magellan，claimed the 
Philippines as a colony of Spain， 
which was ruled for the next 350 
years by the Augustinians，Fran- 
ciscans， Jesuits， Domini- 
cans，and Recollects， Traditions 
Such as ITeverence for the dead， 
thanksgiving after harvest, fear of 
evil Spirits， and  fertility rites 
involving dancing WwWere 
reinterpreted in light of Roman 
Catholicism 

Due to encroachment on their 
land and disruption of lucrative 
trade, the Muslims of the Southern 
JIslands (called Moro by the Fili- 
pino Spanish) retailiated against 
the Spanish，who hadq not been 
under Muslim rule since the 
eleventh century， The Moro 
Wars continued into the nineteen- 
th century and many of the objects 
in the exhibit are weapons of war 
一 krises，armor，bparongs，Pirajs， 
Kampilans, and helmets， 

The Spanish exported Filipino 
Wood carvings, brass Works，ivory 
carvings, gold jewelry, and textiles 
to colonies in Mexico and South 
America, as well as to Europe. A 
wooden pulpit carved in the Phil- 
ippines during the Spanish Colon- 
ial Period is still used in Mission 
Dolores，the first mission in San 


Afiber basket from Luzon， 


Francisco. The Muslims exported 
many of the same arts and crafts 
to India，southeast China，Viet- 
nam, Thailand, and Indonesia, 

During the sixteenth through 
nineteenth centuries，three scul- 
ptural styles developed. The tradi- 
tional style incorporated _ folk 
stories and heroes into roughly 
carved _ wooden statues such as 
“Santiago on Horseback,”about 
47 inches high，This hero，once 
brightly painted， defeated the 
Muslims as symbolically repre- 
Sented by the horse's right hoof 
resting on the decapitated Moro's 
head.

CONTROVERSY 

The Igolotes， like the Pre- 
history “Filipinos， designed 
exquisite ”， jewelry. The ， shell 
ornaments worn by the women : 
and men as earrings，necklaces， 
hip and chest ornaments were said 
to fill the wind with music as the 
Luzon highlanders walked the 
mountains that rise to more than 
9,000 feet. 

Along with _ natural disasters， 
World War II also took its toll on 
Filipino art treasures, Some of the 
best .existing examples remain in 
American natural history 
museums、 due to “pioneering 
anthropologists in the early 
twentieth century. One contro- 
versy about this exhibit consists of 
whether or not these treasures 
should be returned to the Philip- 
pines， 

This exhibit continues through 
April 11 with a festival celebra- 
tion on March 27 at the Oakland 
Auditorium Arena，similar to the 
one celebrated annually-im June 
by the Filipino community ip San 
Francisco. According to the coor- 
dinator of the San Erancisco Fili- 
pino American Eestival，Dalisay 
Bocobo-Balunsat，a . research ji- 
brarian at the San Francisco 
Public Library，traditional arts 
such as basketry，weaving，wood 
carving, and gold jewelry are still 
strong traditions in the Philip- 
pines, although not taught in the 
Bay Area， 

Among the Filipino American 
community，which will open a 
new Community Cultural Center 
at Opera Plaza this fall， there are 
several ” well “known “painters 
including “Ricarte Purugunan， 
Josephine and Sezundio Bocul， 
Edgardo Garcia，and Sylvester 
and Mary Mateo, 

Like artists in Manila，they are 
developing contemporary art that 
draws from the diverse Indian， 
Chinese， Indochinese， and 
Spanish influences on Filipino art.

School Tax Exemptions 


WASHINGTON 一 In an abrupt 
Teversal，the Reagan Administra- 
tion last week requested the Su- 
preme Court to decide whether 
Private schools that discriminate 
Tacially are legally entitled to tax 
exXeimptions. The Internal Revenue 
SerVice has barred such exemp- 
ftions for 11 years，with several 
court decisions Upholding the 
practice. - 

The Justice Dept. had tried for 
SeVeral Weeks to avoid a Supreme 
Court decision in a suit brought 
by Bob Jones University and 
Goldsboro Christian Schools，ar- 
guing that the case should be de- 
clared moot，since they felt that 
the Internal Revenue Service had 
no jurisdiction in barring the ex- 
eimptions. The US Circuit Court 
of Appeals two weeks ago tem- 
porarily barred the administration 
from granting tax exemptions for 


discriminatory schools， forcing 
the administration to turn to the 
high court. 


In entering the Supreme Court 


case, the administration will take 
the side of Bob Jones and Golds- 
boro，who contend that denial of 
their tax exemptions violate their 
constitutional guarantee of reli- 
gious freedom, the 了 .4 77711esy re- 
ported. The Justice Dept. wil ar- 
gue that exemptions should not 
be denied unless Congress passes 3 
]aw authorizing such action. 

If the Supreme Court agrees to 
hear the case, a friend-of-the-<court 
will be appointed to argue in favor 
of continuing to deny such ex- 
emptions. Legal Scholars Say the 
politically-charged case is without 
parallel in recent history, accord- 
ing to 7jpe NewYorK 7T7z772es.

Tax Credit for 
Child Care

A “tax benefit” often over- 
looked is the _ Credit for Child or 
Dependent Care 正 xpenses， Statis- 
tically _ over 68 加 of American 
households are comprised of work- 
ing husbands and wives, and most 
of these taxpayers qualify for the 
Credit for Child or Dependent 
Care 瑟 xpense， 

The qualification can be met 
even though both spouses are not 
actually working，as long as they 
are looking for work. Money spent 
to provide care for your childq :or 
dependent (such . as an aged 
mother) can be deducted as a 
direct _ credit against Your tax. 
Each overlooked _ credit dollar 
results in a dollar lost. 

Typical expenses which qualify 
for the deduction include nursery 
school costs .including ”lunch 
provided tbhe child， household 
help to feed your aged mother， 


clean the house, etc. while you are ) 


at WOIkK. 
COST . 

The amount of the ER 
depends ,upon the number of 
qualifying persons for whom the 
cost was incurred. Taxpayers may
